PRESERVING GKEKN FODUEIU—A method of 


preserving groou fodder such as turnip-tops, 
or other succulent vegetables, hus been in 
use for nmuy years m Kurope, by which this 
green fodder is kept in good condition for 
six or twelve mouths. A trench two to four 
feet deep is dug iu n dry spot in the Held, 
and the tops of the roots, carefully gathered 
when free from rain or dew, nro thrown into 
it. They are very compactly pressed down, 
and when tho pit is tilled, some straw is laid 
upon tho fodder and (lie earth Is heaped 
over the whole. In this mmiuer this pro- 
duct, which is generally wasted iu a great 
measure, is utilized. On oue occasion, the 
writer saw one of these pits opened iu the 
spring which had been filled find covered up 
the fall previous, Tho fodder, which was 
leaves of sugar beets, was as fresh to nil ap- 
pearance as when gathered, and the cows to 
which it was fed ate it with avidity. Salt is 
generally sprinkled upon the fodder and aids 
m its preservation. It would bo ivorth while 
when our root cropa^ are being gathered to 
preserve tho tops in'this way at) an experi- 
ment. 
It is not probable that there will be 


any dlillculty ou account of our colder cli- 
mate in thus preserving for future use a very 
considerable amount of winter fodder. The 
principal requisites are to pick awaj the 
leaves when dry, to compress them ns close- 
ly as possible, and to cover them so com- 
pletely with earth that all access of dir is 
prevented.- It in by tho exclusion of air that 
they are kept from decay. 


MANUHE 
AND TILLAGE.—As a rule, the 


men who have tho cleanest farms iimko the 
most manure. 
I know a farmer who keeps 


a good many sheep every winter, and makes 
a largo quantity of manure. 
Ho baa suc- 


ceeded iu bringing his land to a high degree 
of productiveness. 
But his profits. This 


farmer makes all tho manure he can, but 
does uot cultivate bis lanil thoroughly. Now, 
tho point I waut tu make is this: A mau 
may make much manure and not cultivate 
bis land; but did you over know a man who 
took special pains to kill all tho weeds on 
hia farm and get bis land mellow and in tho 
bast mechanical 
condition who did not 


aim to make end use all tho manure ho 
could? And so,' when I recommend good 
tillage, I t»ke it for granted that the extra 
crops so produced will, to a groat exteut at 
least, be used for feeding stock and making 
manure. There is a sense, of course, iu 
which tillage is an exhausting process. 
It 


develops tho plant-food lying dormant in 
the soil. If you develop this plant-food aud 
convert it into corn or clover, ami then sell 
tho crops, you impoverish tho farm more 
thau if you did uot cultivate the land BO 
thoroughly. 
Uut, ou tho otber hand, if the 


corn and clover arc fed out on the farm, 
and the manure saved and applied, tho good 
tillage will make the farm richer in available 
E 


lant-footl. This process will soon enable a 
inner to double his crops and quadruple- 


hia profits.—[Massachusetts Ploughman.
